Mobilization and refers to that organiza- 
tion's answer to a letter read on lidiarch 7, 1944, into the Congressional 
Record by Senator ROBERT R. REYNOLNS of North Carolina. As noted the letter 
is signed by "A Group of your Friends in Hollywood." 






GEORGS BRUCE reports that this letter was a patent and prenared 
smear on the Motion Picture Alliance. BRUCE claims to have established 
that in spite of the fact that Senator REYNOLDS did not put this anonymous 
letter into the Congressional Record until Tuesday, March 7, 1944, copies 
of this letter were already being circulated in Hollywood as early as 
Thursday, March 9, 1944. It was GEORGE BRUCE's understanding that in the 
normal course of events approximately eighteen hours elapses after a legis- 
lative day before the Congressional Record appears on senatorial desks. 
From this, BRUCE believes that advance knowledge of this letter iust have 
been in pvossession of groups opnosed to the Pa. He states that as the 
letter was not read in the Senate but was offered as an "Extension of 
Remarks" by Senator REYNOLDS it would have been impossible to have learned 
of the existence of the letter on the floor of the Senate and that such 


knowledge could only have been gained by perusing the Congressional Hecord. ae

The article goes on by quoting brief statements appearing in the 
advertisement (a copy of which was furnished to the Bureau with referenced 
letter). WARNER states that the letter bears out the intentions of many 
observers who have criticized the MPA as actually promoting a smear on the 
movie industry. Senator REYNOLDS is also attacked as having a long record 
of alien-baiting, which began in 1935, after a visit to the San Simeon 
Fstate of WILLTAM RANDOLPH HEARST. Isolation statements made by REYNOLDS 
are also quoted by WARNER in her article.

Hotel and refused a Resolution offered by JAMES K. McCGUINNESS, chairman of 
the MPA, to the effect that the Screen “riters Guild recommend to its 
Executive Board that it appoint a Committee to discuss with the Motion 
Picture Alliance its aims and purposes.

The June 27, 19lh, issue of the “People's World" has an 
article entitled "Film Labor Offers MPA Ite Day in Court." The article 
starts off by saying that the HEARST~backed Motion Picture Alliance had 
been put squarely on the spot by 17 Hollywood unions and guilds, who asked 
the MPA to appear before them and explain why it ignores the menace of 
Fascism and fails to advocate National unity and Allied collaboration. 
The article quotes the nine questions which the unions and guilds expect 
the MPA to answer. / 


The article mentions that HOWARD EMMETI*MROGERS, who is on the 
Executive Board of the Motion Picture Alliance, appeared before the Los 
Angeles Chapter of Pro-America, National women's organization, and charged 
that there were 1,300,000 active Communist workers in America in the 
preceding year, and that there were 30 Communist national youth movements, 
with 5,000,000 boys and girls active in the country. The speech by ROGERS 
was written up in the Los Angeles Examiner on June 23, 194, in an article 
entitled "Women Urged to Fight Reds." Both articles are being retained as 
serials in instant file. 


The Motion Picture Alliance replied to the published letter of 
the Bmergency Committee of Hollywood Guilds and Unions in a double-page 
advertisement of their om, in the same Hollywood trade paper, the Hollywood 
Reporter, on June 27, 19lh. This letter announces to the members of the 
Motion Picture Alliance that they have received a letter from the 
Energency Committee of Hollywood Guilds and Unions inviting a representative 
of the MPA to a "Smear Soiree." The reply to the Emergency Committee of 
Hollywood Guilds and Unions, sent by the Executive Committee of the MPA, is 
then printed in this two-page advertisement. A copy of this advertisement 
is being retained in instant file, and a similar copy is being furnished 
the Bureau with this letter. 
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On June 28, 19ll, a one-page advertisement appears in the 
Hollywood Reporter P announcing the meeting of the delegates from the 17 
guilds and unions. (It should be noted that this is the same group which 
formerly was referred to as the 38 Guild, when the group was compo sed of 
38 guilds and unions.) The business of the meeting is announced as 
follows in the ad:

A written report was also furnished this office by the Los 
Angeles County Anti~Subversive Detail of the Sheriff's Office. The rep 
was factually identical with that furnished bj onever, COY Uf 
the Sheriff's Office report did note that JOHN COHEE, ommentator 
and newspaper writer, who has conducted a col in the "People s World," 
sent a message which was read, as were messages from ORSON WELLES and RITA 
HAYWORTH. Miss ELLA LOGAN was described as a well~known Hollywood 
singer. 










The report is interesting in view of the fact that the inves- 
tigators from the Sheriff's Office gathered the purpose of the meeting at 
the time of its attendance, and the report states the following: 


"The object of the meeting appeared to be that of combatting 
and opposing a group known as the Motion Picture Alliance for the 
Preservation of American Ideals. This latter group was organized some 
time ago, and claims to be non-political and opposed to both the 
Fascist and the Communist movements in the motion picture industry. 
However, it appears that this latter group has devoted most of its 
time to opposition to the Communist movement, and this apparently 

is to be challenged by the groups represented under the organization, 
Council of Hollywood Guilds and Unions. Later in the program, Miss 
LOGAN also sang a paredy of a popular song known as 'Red Herring! 
deriding the MPA. 


"After the talks made by -_ LAVERY, MARY C,XMcCALL, JR., 
WALTER WANGER, ee JAMES HILTON, AL SPEEDE, SID BUCHMAN, 
HERB SORRELL and OL H. P. GARRETT, there were introduced six 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted by those present.
